C. P. R, Report 


A glance at the report of the Cana-|- 


dian Pacific Railway for the year end- 
ing June 30th, 1911, shows how rapidly 
this railway is covering Canada with 


its network of steel rails. The report 
of the road for the year 1910 puts the 
actual C. P..R. mileage at 10;270.6, 


and the mileage under construction at 
471.4 miles. This year’s report shows 
that the actual mileage of the Com- 
pany has advanced to 10,480.9 miles 
and that it has 983.3 miles. of new 
track under construction. This means 
that the C. P. R. has under construc- 
tion ‘almost three miles of track for 
every working day in the year. 

While: most of thé new track is, of 
course, being laid west of Winnipeg, 
there are also a number of new ex- 
tensions being built in Eastern Can- 
ada. The new grain route from Vic- 
toria Harbor to Bothany, being the 
largest of these extensions under con- 
struction. In Western Canada, the 
Saskatchewan Division of the road 
will construct the greatest amount of 
new ‘track.

‘The Precious Document Would Mave 
Boon In the State Department When 


it Was Burned but F- Pleasonton’s 
Final Glance Aroung Room. 


Comparatively few of the present 
generation know how near to being 
lost was once the most precious of our 
bational documents, the Declaration 
it was dpring the 
war of 1812, The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence hung for many yenrs in a 
frame in the state department in the 
room then occupied by Stephen Plens- 
onton. Mr. Beaseley, commissary of 
prisoners of war in London, forwarded 
to the state department some London 
newspapers, stating that the English 
fleets and transports were receiving 
troops at Bordeaux, France, with the 
intention of operating against Wasb- 
ington and Baltimore. 8von after it 
was learned that the British fleet was 
in Chesapenke bay and that it was 
ascending the Patuxent. The officials 
and citizens of the little capital city 
were hourly expecting an attack. 

Upon receipt of this information, 
which was a few days before the 
enemy entered Washington, Mr. Mon- 
roe, then secretary of state, James 
Madison being president, mounted his 
horse, rode to Benedict, a small village 
on the Patuxent, where the British 
forces were being landed, and climbed 
@n eminence within a quarters of a mile 
of the village, in order to ascertain 
the etrength of the enemy. Being con- 
vinced, after his inspection, that we 
had no force available that could suc- 
cessfully resist them, be sent a note to 
Mr. Pleasonton by a vidette, advising 
him to see that the best cure was tak- 
en of the books aud papers of the state 
department. 

Acting at once ypon this authority, 
Mr. Pleasonton purchased some coarse 
linen and had it made into bage of 
suitable size, in which he, assisted by 
others in the office, placed the books 
and other papers. 

While engaged in this work General 
Armstrong. then secretary of war,

‘Chere ‘is room, of 
course, for myriads of colors beyond 
this other extremity of our visiun. A 
little study convinced me that my 
guess was right, for all the colors, 
which we see are represented to our | 
sense of feeling in degrees of beat; 
that is, blue shows one reading on the 
thermometer and red a higher read- 
ing, and by means of this new stand- 
ard I discovered that man’s range of 
vision is not even placed in the mid- 
dle of the register of heat, but occu- 
ples a little space far up toward. the 
warmer extremity of it. There aré 
thousands of degrees. of cold lower 
than blue and bundreds of degrees of 
beat above red. Al these gradations 
are doubtless represented by cvlors 
which no human eye can perceive, no 
human mind imagine. It ia with sight 
as with sound. We knuw now that 
there are noises louder. tban thunder 
which we cannot bear, the roar that 
lies on the other side of silence. We 
men are poor restless prisoners, hem- 
med in by our senses as by the walls 
of a cell, hearing only a part of na- 
ture’s orchestra and that part imper- 
fectly; seeing only a thousandth part 
of tbe culur marvels abvut us and see- 
ing that infinitesimal part incorrectly 
and partially.—Forum.

Let us take the famous, star: Are- 
turus, often called the “star of Job” 
becduse in the Old Testament the 
Almighty is represented as saying to | 
the unfortunate patriarch, who main- | 
tains a certain dignity in spite of his | 
helplessness and his sufferifigs, "Canst 
thou call forth Arcturus and his sons?” 

Many conflicting measures -of the 
parallax of Arcturus have been made, 
but the latest made at Yale seém more 
probably correct than their predeces- 


‘sors. They fix the parallax at 0.066 


seconds—i, ¢., sixty-six one-thousandth 
of a second of arc. From this It is 
easy to calculate the distance of the 
star. Lt comes out at nearly 290,000,- | 
000,000,000 miles (two bundred and 
ninety trillion miles), This is mure 
than 3,000,00Q times the distance of 
the earth from the sun. } 

Having this distance, we can calcu- 
late the actual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ac- 
tual brightness as compared with that 
of our sun, on the supposition that 
both were at the same distance from 
us. We thus fiud that Arcturus ex- 
ceeds the sun as a light giver about 
2,500 times! It is a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours, 

Put the earth as near to Arcturus 
as it is to the sun and all life would 
disappear from its surface as if swept 
off by a blast of inconceivable beat. 
The summer temperature would rise- 
to tens of thousands of degrees. The 
oceans would boil away. » Vegetation 
would be burned up in a twinkling. 
The eyes of living beings would char 
in their sockets. The plains and 
monntgins would burst into flame. 
Minerals would run in molten streams, 
There would be no comfort for a liv 
ing world nearer to ‘Arcturus than 
about 4.000,000,.000 miles. If he bas

planets he must keep them at a re 
spectful* distance. And yet nearly 
300,000,000.000,000 miles from him we 
can look into his blazing eye and see: 
only a bright star.

‘only seat of intelligent life—outside of 
the misty midregion of disembodied 
spirits—that the universe contains, 
and Dr. Wallace is a learned man. But 
his learning is not that which astron- 
omy offers.—Garrett P. S@rviss in New 
York American.
